Lewis Addison Armistead 


Several inquiries have been re­ 
ceived locally relative to Brigadier 
General Lewis Addison Armistead. 
The following sketch of the coura­ 
geous soldier's life is given herewith 
for the general information of read­ 
ers of The Gettysburg Times:

‘ The statem ent th a t ‘a spring cul­ 
tivation of th e peach orchard before 
the peach buds show pink is as good 
or better th a n a spray* has been 
strikingly borne out in a t least one 
Adams county peach orchard this 
year. 
“Cultivating th e peach orchard In 
the early spring prevents the old 
mummied fruits on the ground from 
forming the m ushroom like growths 
which spread brow n rot spores. 
“The brown rot spores which come 
out around blossom ing tim e are able 
to cause blossom infection -and twig 
blight. 
“In one orchard which has been 
partly cultivated a striking differ­ 
ence was found in the num ber of 
blighted blossoms. 
On the variety 
South Haven 71 per cent of the 
blossoms were blighted in th at part 
of the orchard w hich had not been 
cultivated. 
In th e section of the 
orchard which h ad been cultivated 
the same variety h a d . only 8 per 
j cent blighted blossoms. 
Brown R ot T hreat 
“Peach growers are urged to a p ­ 
ply a spray to th e ir trees to prevent 
brown rot and o th e r pests as soon as 
most of the shucks have fallen. 
’Leaf curl, a disease of peaches 
which m ay cause distorted leaves 
and result in depoliation, will be se­ 
vere again in 1933. 
Curl is con­ 
trolled by spraying the peach trees 
with lime sulphur or Bordeaux be­ 
fore the peach buds have cracked 
in the spring. 
Spraying now will 
not control curl on their peach trees 
but growers who find curl should see 
that all affected trees are sprayed 
this fall after all th e leaves are off 
or 
before 
th e 
buds 
crack 
next 
spring.”
